Mr. Sexton, member of Parliament, has 
taken charge of the Land-League agitation 
in Ireland.

Tur lordly Conkling has taught himself to

Arrams in Ireland seem to grow from 
bad to worse. Eight houses near Mallow, 
Cork, belonging to farmers who have made 
themselves obnoxious to their neighbors by 
taking holdings from which tenants have 
been, evicted, were burned down recently, 
and yesterday there was an affray between 
the military and the people near Carrick, 
Tipperary, growing out of an attempt to 
serve processes, and several persons were 
wounded, two,—it is believed, fatally. Every 
attempt at eviction is bitterly and obstinately 
resisted, and riots and bloodshed are the 
consequence. 


A BILL to reduce the time which parents 
are compelled to keep their children in school 
from eight to six years has passed the Lower 
Branch of the Austrian Parliament by a 
small majority after a heated debate. The 
bill is now pending before the Upper Branch 
of the Reichsrath, and so great is the infiu- 
ence of the popular opposition that it is 
thought that the Empengy will have to create 
twent) new Peers in order to pass the meas- 
ure. The feeling of the people is intensified 
by the belief that the measure is a concession 
to the Ultramontane and Tyrolese element of 
a Reichsrath. 


fe a meeting yee rday of the creditors of 
the firm of Lawrence & Martin, which failed 
recently, a report was submitted showing 
that the indebtedness of the firm amounted 
to $477,054, of which there were unsecured 
debts amounting to $304,000. The assets 
amount only to about $71,000. The firm 
made an offer of 20 cents on the dollar, one- 
half cash and one-half in six months. A 
committee was appointed on behalf of the 
creditors to examine the books of the firm 
before any settlement was agreed on. The 
creditors were naturally much discouraged 
at the condition of affairs. 


THE representatives of the European Pow- 
ers at Constantinople have requested the 
Greek Premier, Coumoundouros, to send 
immediate instructions to the Greek Minister 
at Constantinople to sign the special conven- 
tion between Greece and Turkey to facilitate 
the transfer of the territory to be ceded 
to Greece by Turkey. Coumoundouros, 
having a wholesome dread of the popn- 
lar wrath, is not inelined to act 
hastily, and says he thinks it will be neces- 
sary to have the permission of the Chamber 
of Deputies before signing the convention. 
The Deputies are not likely to look with 
favor on the project. 


Tue firm of Bodden & Myer, one of the 
most prominent in the grain commission 
business in Milwaukee, failed yesterday. 
The assets are said to be nominal, while the 
liabilities are variously estimated at from 
$70,000 to $100,000. Michael Bodden, the 
senior member of the firm, was President of 
the Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce for 
two years. During his incumbency of that 
office he became irvolved through a wheat 
speculation, and sold all his propérty in 
order to meet his obligations as far as possi- 
ble. The firm did not recover, however, from 
the effects of that embarrassment, and the 
failure of yesterday is attributed to it. 


Tue Boston and Providence Commanderies 
of the Knights Templar arrived in Rich- 
mond. Va., yesterday. The former Com- 
mandery marched to the monument of 
„Stonewall Jackson, the great Confederate 
soldier, and on arriving the band struck up 
an appropriate memorial overture. After 
the music had ceased the Knights placed a 
splendid floral tribute on the dead hero’s 
statue. The Knights then marched to Wash- 
ington’s monument, and some appropriate 
music was rendered and some decorations 
were placed on the statue. The tribute of 
the New Englanders to Gen. Jackson was 
greatly appreciated by the people of Rich- 
mond. 


Ir is asserted that ex-Senator Conkling is 
now convinced that he cannot be reélected at 
this session of the Legislature. He is there- 
fore in favor of a short session and of mak- 
ing an issue with the Administration Repub- 
licans at the November election. If success- 
ful then, he will ask re@lection at an ad- 
journed session of the Legislature, on the 
ground that his course has been vindicated. 
Many Republicans object to this plan, and 
for good reason. The Democrats may carry 


the Empire State at the November 
election if the Republican party is 
divided, as it certainly would de 


if Conkline’s idea is carried out. But 
Conkling may be able, with the aid of his 
Democratic friends, to carry out that part of 
his scheme, which would defer the matter 
until after the November election. 


Tue City Solicitor of Philadelphia filed a 
bill in equity in a Philadelphia court yester- 
day against James McManes and eleven 
other Trustees and one ex-Trustee of the 
Philadelphia Gas Trust, calling on them to 
show cause why they should not be re- 
moved from their Trusteeships because of 
gross mis management, criminal negligence, 
and actual fraud in connection with the 
Trust. The bill also charges them with using 
the Trust for personal and political ends, 
and seeks to recover from them a 
large sum of money for the public 
use, which they have misappropriated 
to their own use. The City Solicitor also 
asks for an injunction torestrain them from 
managing the Trust until the case is decided, 
The litigation promises to be a prolonged 
one and to develop some spicy scandals.

Three or four policemen and as many 
volunteers were engaged in dragging the 
river in the vicinity of the boiler, while here 
and there, above on the bank, were groups 
of curious people, who rushed pell- 
mell down to the water whenever 
the drag brought in a portion of 
the wreck or piece of wardrobe. Half a 
dozen parasols and as many woolen shawls 
constituted the achievements of the men at 
the time your correspondent visited the 
scene. The party was engaged in searching 
for the bodies of William Hay, a school- 
teacher, who resided in the eastern part of 
the city, an old man pamed Mills, and a boy 
by the name of Caldwell.

Loypon, Ont., May 2%.—Rankin, the 
Captaip of the steamer Victoria, who had a 
narrow escape froin meeting the same watery 
grave which welcomed 200 of his passengers, 
was sufficiently recovered this morning to 
submit to an interview with the following 
result:

NICHOLAS FORKE, 
THE FRENCH DECK-HAND, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lonpon, Ont., May 26.—Nicholas Forke, 
the French deck-hand alluded to by Capt. 
Rankin, was also subjected to reportorial in- 
quiry, and told the following story of the 
catastrophe: 

„At the time of the disaster I was work- 
ing on the lower deck. As soon as the boat 
had left the wharf the passengers com- 
menced to go from one side to another. 
When we were approaching the Cove bridge 
some one shouted, There's a boat race,’ and 
then the crowd rushed to the starboard side. 
I heard the Captain, who was at the wheel, 
shout, ‘Try to trim her in, boys!’ Seeing 
that something serious would happen did 
the passengers not keep still, I shouted 
to them: ‘For God’s sake make for the 
other side of the boat or we all 
will go down!’ The reply came, If we go 
down, you will go with us!’ The boat then 
began to fill, and when there was about two 
feet of water on the lower deck on the star- 
board side the crowd made a rush for the 
front side. The water dashed after them, 
and the boat lurched over. I then made for 
the upper deck, and saw the passengers go 


overboard 
IN A HUGE MASS. 


Just then the boiler became loosened and 
went over with a tremendous noise onto the 
struggling people in the water. A moment 
after the hurricane deck slid off and was 
about to follow the boilers. As the boat w 
about to go in the centre, I jumped off fro 
the starboard side. Il seized hold of a lady 
and two children apd brought them safely to 
shore. I then set to work and rendered all 
the assistance in my power, and, being a 
good swimmer, succeeded in saving quite a 
number. 

MY OPINION . 
is that the boat was not overloaded, but that 
the true cause of the disaster was the reck- 
lesness of some of those on board, for had 
they listened to us it would never have hap- 
pened.”

MEN CAN HARDLY SPEAK TO EACH OTHER 
without breaking down. The seenes in the 
afflicted households are terrible, and trying 
to the strongest nerves. The clergymen, 
who have worked nobly all through, are 
tired out, and cannot reach the graves fast 
enough. In many cases the members of dif- 
ferent families are put in one grave. The 
different societies are on hand and doing 
their utmost to facilitate the burial. The 
longest procession to-day was that attending 
the remains of Willie Glass and Miss Cooper, 
who were engaged to be married next 
month, and died together in the water. A 
couple of hundred well-filled veliicles fol- 
lowed the hearses, which passed along side 
by side. The searchers for the dead this 
morning raised two little girls, clasped 
tightiy in each others’ arms, as they no doubt 
had fallen together.

WATER-WAYS. 


Conclusion of the Meeting at Daven- 
port in the Imterest of River and 
Canal Improvement—General Pro- 
ceedings of the Body. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

DAVENPORT, Ia., May 26.—The Hennepin 
Canal Convention resumed its sessions at 5 a. 
m., Congressman, Horr in the chair, 
The first business was the appoint- 
ment of a Committee on resolutions, which 
was done by the State delegations as follows: 
Iowa, Edward Russell and Sam M. Clark; 
Missouri, John F. Phillips; IIIinois. T. J. 
Henderson; Ohio, N. N. Howard; Wiscon- 
sin, B. J. Stephens; Michigan, William 
Chamberlain; New York, John L. Switz; 
Minnesota, O. C. Merrimgn ; California, 8. 
C. Hazings. ä 

The Committee retired for deliberation, and 
speeches were called for, Ex-Goy. Stannard, 
of Missouri, complained of some strictures 
made by the Davenport Gazette editorally 
this morning with reference to the position 
of the St. Louis delegates. He denied that 
there was opposition to the canal project, but 
Missouri men do not want to see the Missis- 
sippi River improvement slighted. They 
had thought the list of Committees and the 
earlier form of the Convention had a little 
too much Chicagointhem. But that was all. 

Ex-Gov. William Bross, of Chicago, replied 
to the St. Louis representative, and said Chi- 
cago was as mucb interested as St. Louis in 
the improvement of the Mississippi. There 
could be no difficulty between St. Louis and 
Chicago. Gov. Stannard had talked about 
the shipments of wheat amounting to 6,000,- 
000 bushels. That amount would not fill one 
Chicago warehouse. Illinois paid last year 
$23,000,000 internal-revenue tax, and all she 
asked from the General Government was 5 
per cent.of that amount for the improvement 
of her water ways. 

The Hon. Julius C. Starr, of Peoria, pro- 
nounced in favor of improving all internal 
water ways and developing all possible high- 
ways of commerce. For this purpose the 
combination of ail interests was needed. It was 
only by this means that, Congress could be 
brought to appropriate money for improving 
the rivers and canals of the West. 

An invitation from the Board of Trade of 
Council Bluffs to participate in a meeting to be 
held in that city June 21 for the purpose of ad- 
vocating the improvement of the Missouri was 
received and ordered printed. 

The Hon. John H. Hogan, of StaLouis, said he 
voted in 1836 in the Illinois Legislature for the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal, and was as anxious 
as then to develop the water ways of the West. 
He wanted to see Lake Michigan drained 
through the [llinois River to the Mississippi and 
the Gulf of Mexico. On behalt of St. Louls, he 
disclaiined any antagonism to Chicago, although 
not willing to concede to her the control of the 
universe. He thought the Wisconsin & Fox 
River Canal and slack water navigation should 
not be negiected, and that everything possible 
should be done to improve the navigation of the 
Mississippi. 

A number of resolutions handed to the Com- 
mittee were reported back without recommend- 
ation and without being read. 

Mr. Edhussen, of Davenport, read the resolu- 
tions in regard to the continuance of the Canal 
Commission, which the Committee has not con- 
sidered germane to their work, but highly ap- 
proved of.

WE print from our foreign exchanges two 
admirable letters by Emile de Laveleye on 


the question of bimetallism, aud written with 


reference to the Monetary Conference now 
in session in Paris. We publish also the 
Paris lefter of the London Times of May 7, 
including a paper submitted to the Confer- 
ence by Mr. Horton, one of the American 
Commissioners, in Which the whole question 
was presented in a series of interrogations. 
The American readers will find in these pa- 
pers a very full presentation of the general 
question, and especially from the American 
standpoint; and will see that in Europe the 
question of bimetallism is regarded strongly 
as an issue between Europe and America as 
to the future contro! of the monetary condi- 
tion of the world. Those nations, like France, 
which wish to avoid such a. struggle, and de- 
sire to make permanent” peace and union 
with the United States upon an international 
system of coinage, have no question as to the 
ultimate result of that issue. They do not, 
however, wish to prolong the disas- 
trous consequences of the attempt 
to destroy property values by making 
scarce and insufficient gold the exclusive 
money of the world. They do not want a 
monetary famine, and therefore desire to 
have gold and silver both recognized by in- 
ternational arrangement as constituting the 
money of all nations. They want stability and 
permanency, and to avoid scarcity and finc- 
tuation. These papers are well worth read- 


ing. 

ALTHOUGH the world has been induced 
since 1870-’71 to look upon the German army 
as the very acme of military perfection in or- 
ganization and every other respect, ominous 
sounds are occasionally heard that every- 
thing is not in the shape it should 
be. Especially is this the case, with 
the corps of army officers. hen 
papers like the Cologne Gazette, strong- 
ly devoted to the German cause and every- 
thing that is German, dare to call attention 
to the state of affairs prevailing among the 
army officers there must exist a danger 
somewhere. According to that paper the 
class of society from which the corps of 
officers replenishes itself is such that an 
increase in expenditure of money is néces- 
sary on the part of every officer in order to 
appear in accordance with his position before 
the public. An increase of salary being out 
of the question, the consequence is that the 
number ot those officers who fall into the 
hands of the usurers is constantly increasing. 
Many give up their positions and go to 
America; others go to Russia, to Tur- 
key, to Egypt, or other places, wherever 
inducements offer themselves to better their 
condition. “And what is worse than all,” 
says the Gazette, “those who stay are less 
stanch in character than those who go. They 
lead a dubious existence at home, making up 
what they are lacking in means by dark and 
questionable practices. Many officers who see 
the impossibility of satisfying the demands 
made upon their purses by their positions 
resort to the gaming-table, thus leaving it to 
chance whether they remain in their posi- 
tions or abandon them.“

THE ALBANY GRANT CLUB ADDRESS. 

The address of the Grant Club of Albany 
inscribed “To Republicans,” but presented 
to ex-Senator Conkling, is so peculiar in style 
and tone as to warrant a careful analysis. 
Note first the language of the address in de- 
scribing the character of the Club, —“ whose 
guiding principle has been fidelity to party 
organization and loyal support of the regu- 
lar nominations of the Republican party.” 
On its own shdwing the Grant Club of Al- 
bany is amere machine with but two doc- 
trines in its creed,—unquestioning fidelity to 
party, right or wrong, and loyalty to “ reg- 
ular nominations,” good, bad, or indifferent. 
It follows, of course, that the Club has no 
opinions except such as are formed for it 
and laid down for its guidance in the regular 
orders of the day issued by the Boss. Next 
follows an assault on Secretary Blaine: No 
one can forget the gloom and darkness which 
settled like a nightmare upon the party when 
James G. Blaine, humbled and defeated in 
his own State, was powerless to give one 
gleam of hope, one ray of light.” Connect- 
ing this with a later passage in the address,— 
“with most unworthy motives James G. 
Blaine has sought to mislead the President 
and strike a blow at the representatives of 
the Republicans of New Tork,“ —we find 
that the Grant Club has been instructed to 
hate the Secretary of State, because, on its 
own confession, it is no part of its creed to 
love or hate anybody. It is no part of its 
creed to think,—only to act. Its whole duty 
consists in fidelity to party”’ and loyalty to 
“regular nominations.”” Hence the con- 
clusion is irresistible that the address was 
either written or inspired by a Boss. The 
address proceeds: “The great leaders who 
could rally the party to battle had been in- 
sulted, maligned, and betrayed, and the 
masses were sullen, dissatisfied, and almost 
hopeless.“ From the machine standpoint 
this passage is plain enough, though 
from no other is it comprehensible. 
The Bosses gave orders to all the clubs in the 
United States, like the Grant Club of Albany, 
to nominate Gen, Grant as the Republican 
candidate for the Presidency; and all the 
members of such elubs, who hold no opin- 
ions except those that are promulgated by 
the Bosses, tried to the best of their ability to 
carry out the orders. But when the dele- 
gates assembled at Chicago they declined to 
nominate Gen. Grant, and proceeded to nom- 
inate Gen. Garfield. This, in the opinion of 
the Bosses, was to insult, malign, and betray 
them, and the Grant Club of Albany recites 
this bit of history, and adds that the masses 
were sullen and dissatisfied.” Why? Be- 
cause their great leaders had been insulted, 
maligned, and betrayed,” of course. In the 
opinion of the Club it is as absurd for the 
masses to have opinions and seek to en- 
force them politically as itis for the 4year- 
old boy to assume to think for his father. 
Politics, to them, is a mere squabble between 
rival Bosses for control of patronage, a game 
of chess, in which the masses are mere 
knights, bishops, castles, and pawns to be 
moved hither and thither, and saved, if pos- 
sible, but sacrificed if necessary to protect 
the queen; and in this particular case the 
queen represents the offices in the Custom- 
House from Inspector to Collector. “The 
masses were sullen, dissatisfied, and almost 
hopeless”’! The great leaders had been in- 
sulted, maligned, and betrayed,” and “the 
masses stuck their knuckles in their eyes 
and pouted. “The masses” didn’t care 
whether Grant was nominated or not; they 
didn’t know what they wanted, But they 
knew what their great leaders” wanted, 
and they bellowed like calves because they 
had been “insulted, maligned, and be- 
trayed. Then it was,” proceeds the Grant 
Club of Albany, “that U. S. Grant and 
Roscoe Conkling, casting aside the indig- 
nities and insults which had been heaped 
upon them, guided only by loyalty to the 
party organization and love for the grand old 
party which had saved the life of the Nation, 
entered the conflict and came to the rescue of 
the country.” Here we learn for the first 
time upon whom the “indignities” were 
put. Platt does not appear to have been 
“insulted,” Arthur was not “maligned,” 
Cornell was not “betrayed.” How Conkling 
was “insulted and betrayed ”’ does not plain- 
ly appear, except upon the presumption that 
the masses thought that he ought to have 
been permitted to name the Presidentiak 
candidate, and were ready to cry their eyes 
out because he had been thwarted in his 
darling wish. But Grant was in- 
sulted, maligned, and betrayed”; there 
is no doubt about that. nd Conk- 
ling felt “insulted” because he had 
proposed Grant: and the Grant Club 
felt “ insulted“ because Conkling felt in- 
sulted’’; and the masses were “ sullen and 
dissatisfied,” because the Grant Club of Al- 
bany and the other clubs of the country felt 
“insulted.” Then the address insinuates 
that Garfield would have been defeated in 
his own State if U. S. Grant amg Roscoe 
Conkling had not “come to the rescue of 
the country.“ Then it says that the Presi- 
dent has not treated Mr. Conkling and Mr. 
Platt “respectfully.” Then it insinuates 
that Mr. Blaine is “ envious and jealous of 
Mr. Conkling’s “ brilliant and triumphant 
career.” ‘Then it stabs the President again, 
by charging that Mr. Blaine controls him. 
And, finally, it appeals to “all those who 
hold the interests of the Republican party 
higher in esteem than the ‘loaves and the 
fishes’ to rally round” Conkling and 
Platt; which, belng interpreted, means 
Conkling, and not Conkling and Platt. The 
expression of a lofty contempt for “ the 
loaves and the fishes,” sounds very queer in 
connection with the subject of the proposed 
reélection of Mr. Conkling, who resigned 
solely because the President had the temer- 
ity to give one of the “loaves” to Judge 
Robertson. Itis plain that the writer of the 
address was too mad to be logical. Besides, 
the average machine politician of the under- 
strapper order is neither malicious nor 
vindictive. He “runs with the machine” as 
faithfully under one as another commander. 
Having no opinions, he needs only to know 
that his superior officer is regularly com-

dently knew it by heart. We suspect he 


wrote it, as has been charged. 


The validity and extent of Mr. Conkling’s 
claims for reé@lection to the United States 
Senate can only be fairly determined by 
careful scrutiny of the cause and the effect 
of his resignation, because had he and Platt 
retained their seats there would have been 
no vacancy for three years to come. If the 
cause for his resignation was not sufficient, 
or if the effect of such course was bound to 
be damaging to the interests of the party 
which sent him to the Senate, and also to the 
public welfare, then it follows as a matter of 
course that Conkling should not only not be 
returned to the Senate in the present in- 
stance, but that he should never again be 
trusted with a party or a public responsi- 
bility. Thatis the honest way of looking at 


his case 


There is only one theory which warrants 
the conclusion that Conkling had sufficient 
provocation for resigning his seat—viz,: the 
State-sovereignty theory. If the State of 
New York has the right under our form of 
government to dictate to the National Exec- 
utive how the Bederal offices in that State 
shall be bestowed? and the particular citi- 
zens of that State who shall, as well as those 
who-shall not, be appointed to office; and if, 
furthermore, the Uif&ted States Senators 
from New York are really Ambassadors from 
that Sovereign State to the United States 
Government, and charged with protecting 
the international comity in regard to the se- 
lection of Federal officers within the confines 
of New York; and if Senator Conkling had 
made up his mind that he could no longer 
furnish his State with the protection which 
was expected from him in his Ambassadorial 
capacity, then he was justified in withdraw- 
ing from all official communication with the 
United States Government. It is for the Re- 
publicans of the State of New York to de- 
cide whether or not they believe in the State- 
sovereignty theory. 

No other view of the situation can discover 
a sufficient cause for Senator Conkling’s res- 
ignation. The position of Senator of the 
United States is certainly not a personal 
perquisit, which may be abandoned at any 
time to suit the whim of the incumbent, only 
to be seized again when he desires to repos- 
sess himself thereof. It cannot be maintained 
that every sensitive assumption of affront or 
indignity warrants any Senator in resigning 
his seat, thus imposing a needless expense 
upon the public and perhaps serious embar- 
rassment upon his party. Still less can it be 
contended with reason that a Senator has 
sufficient cause for resigning whenever he 
fails to secure a Government appointment 
for one of his favorits, or whenever some 
person not acceptable to him personally is ap- 
pointed to office. If any such rule were es- 
tablished, Senatorial resignations would be 
so frequent as to jeopardize constantly the 
balance of political power in that body, and 
thus deprive the people of the power to shape 
legislation. But Senator Conkling had no 
better reason than this for resigning, 

Mr. Conkling not only resigned without suf- 
ficient cause, but did so also with the full 
knowledge that his retirement from the Sen- 
ate would bea betrayal not only of his own 
State, butof the people of the whole country, 
because his retirement and that of his col- 
league would give the control of the Senate 
for the time being into the hands of the Dem- 
ocrats and risk the loss of Republican con- 
trol of Congress during the current two 
years. His retirement leaves the succession 
to the Presidential chair to the Democrats in 
case the President and Vice-President 
shall both die. It involves the pos- 
sible election of two Democratic Sen- 
ators from New York, in which event 
the, Democrats would have undisputed 
control of the present Congress. Indeed, it 
was designed to make the Senate and the 
whole Congress anti-Republican, since Mr. 
Conkling hoped to be re@lected after resign- 
ing, and thus go back released from all 
obligation to act with the Republican party 
except as it-might appear to his interest to 
do so. It was apparent to him that his 
resignation would thus overturn the existing 
balance of political power, and that this re- 
sult would be a gross wrong upon the ma- 
jority of the American people as registered 
at the Presidential election of last fall. 

No one can argue out the Conkling case 
honestly without reaching the conclusion 
that the cause for his resignation was insuffi- 
cient and its effect pernicious. Upon what, 
then, rests his claim for reélection? Is it 
that he may go back to the Senate to com- 
plete his betrayal of the Republican party? 
That is certainly what he would do. Shalla 
Republican Legislature become a party to 
the conspiracy. he has organized to that end? 
Shall Republican members of that Legisla- 
ture be whipped into supporting an avowed 
traitor by any number of his tools and ac- 
complices? If Conkling had received suffi- 
cient provocation for resigning, he might 
with some justice have claimed reélection, 
even though the effect of his course was to 
inflict temporary embarrassment upon his 
party. If the effect of his resignation were 
beneficial, the insufficiency of excuse for 
such a course might be overlooked, But 
when the logic of the case shows that he re- 
signed without cause, and that he knew and 
intended the effect to be a betrayal of trust 
and a punishmept to the party Which sent 
him to the Senate, it follows that his re- 
election will be condoning a political crime 
and surrendering public interests to the 
erratic whims of a selfish and unscrupulous 
politician. The Republican party of the 
State of New York and of the country can 
much better risk the election of two Demo- 
cratic Senators than indorse treason like 


Conkling’s. 


THE JUSTICE-OF-THE-PEACE NUISANCE. 

Both Houses of the General Assembly have 
passed the bill amending the law concerning 
Justices of the Peace, and defining their 
jurisdiction. As no veto by the Governor is 
expected, the law will take effect as soon as 
it has been approved by him. 

The object of this bill is to correct the scan- 
dalous abuse of jurisdiction by the Justices 
df this county. The practice has been for 
shyster lawyers, scoundrelly constables, and 
others of like character, to combine to ex- 
tort and rob the poor and defenseless, and to 
levy blackmail upon corporations and busi- 
ness-men. The process has been to sue out 
a summons against a person residing in Chi- 
cago requiring the defendant to appear on a 
day named, at 9 a. m., at the office of a Justice 
of the Peace in one of the county towns of this 
county to answer to a claim of $5, $10, or 820. 
This office was generally some thirty to 


to reach there in time to ‘answer the sum- 
mons would have to leave the city by rail at 
5 or 6 o’clock in the morning. If the 
defendant reached there in time he 
would find that the case had been 
postponed,to some future day; if he did not 


‘answer, then a judgment would be rendered 


against him. In the one case he would have 
to go out to that Justice’s office as often as 
the conspirators might choose to prosecute 
their annoyance. In the other case, the 
judgment would be allowed to stand until 
the time for appeal or sr by te was passed, 
when two or three constables, 
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‘forty miles from the city, and the defendant 
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ver ten times the value 
of the debt; is property they would se- 
crete, and eventually make return that it had 
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| been sold, never for more than enough to 


satisfy the execution, costs, cartage, storage, 
and other charges. In many cases no return 
was ever made. In the case of widows or 
defenseless women, these seizures were 
nothing less than wholesale robberies. On 
one of these fraudulent claims, say for $20, 
the entire furniture of a family would be 
carted off, and nothing more ever be heard 
of it. 

Another plan was for these conspirators 
to bring suits against corporations or other 
employers of large numbers of persons. 
They would summon the corporations for 
the purpose of garnisheeing the wages of 
workmen. Sometimes there would be sults 
of this kind brought before one of these 
country Justices requiring the attendance at 
the country office of no less than twenty or 
thirty persons, representing as many cor- 
porations or firms, to swear that such cor- 
poration or firm was not indebted to the per- 
sons (most of them fictitious) whose wages 
it was sought to garnishee. To answer a 
summons of this kind required the better 
part of a day’s time and considerable cost for 
car-fare. The suits thus disposed of one 
week would be renewed week after week, 
the effort being to woiry the defendants into 
a failure to respond. One teamster in this 
city, who owed the so-called plaintiff noth- 
ing, who was summoned to a country village 
weekly for several weeks at last put an end 
to the annoyance by administering a severe 
personal castigation to the person responsi- 
ble for the suits, For all this pestilential au- 
noyance there was no relief and no redress. 

The bill which has just passed the Legis- 
lature seeks to put an end to this business. 
It makes each cgunty in this State a district, 
in which the A risdiction of Justices shall 
be uniform; this county is made an excep 
tion, by being divided into two districts, that 
part of the county within the city limits to 
be one district, and the other part a second 
district,—the jurisdiction of the Justices to 
be limited to their respective districts. 

This bill seems to be sufficient to remedy 
the great evil and abuse, provided the law 
itself will pass muster. The Chicago Legal 
Adviser pronounces the bill a “legislative 
absurdity.” It declares the bill to be a 
“local law,” and therefore unconstitutional. 
The Constitution provides, Sec. 21, Art. 6: 


Justices of the Peace, Police Magistrates, and 
Constables shall be elected in and for such dis- 
tricts as are, or may be, provided by law, and the 

urisdiction of such Justices of the Peace and 
olice Magistrates shali be uniform. 


The existing law provides that Justices of 
the Peace shall be elected in certain dis- 
tricts, composed of townships, less than a 
county, but grants them jurisdiction all over 
the county. The bill recently passed makes 
no change in this law except in the matter of 
jurisdiction, which it limits to districts, de- 
fining the district to be the county in every 
case except this county, which is divided 
into two districts, 

The objection is,that the Leg islature has no 
authority to change the designation of 
„counties“ to “ districts,” as regarding the 
jurisdiction of Justices, and that it, especial- 
ly, had no power to divide Cook Count? ito 
two districts. How much there may be in 
this legal objection we do not undertake to 
say. 

It may or may not have a bearing on the 
question that, while Justices of the Peace in 
all parts of the State are elected by the voters 
in townships and districts fixed dy law, the 
Justices‘*of the Peace in the City of Chicago 
are under the Constitution appointed by the 
Governor. It would seem reasonable tliat 
the Legislature should have power to de- 
fine the jurisdiction of these and of all other 
Justices of the Peace within this district, 
thus especially separated from the rest of 
the county and the rest of the State, 
and whose appointment is wholly distinct 
from that of atl other Justices in the 
State. Was it not intended by the Constitu- 
tion, and was it not so provided, that the part 
of Cook County included within the limits 
of Chicago should, as regards the oftice of 
Justice of the Peace, be exclusive and ex- 
ceptional and within the control and regula- 
tion of legislation distinct from that provided 
for other counties and districts ? 

So great and intolerable has been the evil 
complained of, so seandalous have been the 
practices of the Justices under the present 
law, that it will be regarded as a great mis- 
fortune should the bill just passed prove for 
any cause to be a failure,

Tne Czar has ordered by ukase that the 
whole Russian army is to be furnished with the 
uniforms, cut according to the national or 
Slavic pattern. Peter the Great uniformed his 
army according to West European style. Czar 
Paul L. a great admirer of Frederick the Great, 
introduced the Prussian uniform into the differ- 
ent branches of the Russian military service, 
which has,in the main, been retained for of- 
ficers as well as men tothe present day. Czar 
Nikolaus I. allowed for the Tscherkessian, Basch- 
kirian, Kirghisian, and Cossack regiments their 
own national uniform, in order to produce at 


great parades a picturesque effect. But now 


the whole Russian army is to receive 
the Slavic national uniform. The new uni- 
form will consist of high boots, wide panta- 
loons reaching to the knee, the national 
Russian knatka or roundabout, and for a 
head-cover the Astrachan bonnet, made of black 
sheepskin, as it is now worn by the Persians and 
all the tribes living on the Russian steppes. The 
introduction of this Siavic uniform has a deeper 
political significance than all diplomatic notes 
and circulars. It demonstrates that the German 
party—the party of peace at the Russian Court 
—has suffered a severe defeat, and that mq 
party of Aksakow, Katlow, Tschernajew, Ie 

natieff, and the inspirations of old Gortschakoff 
have gained a decided advantage. The Astra- 
chan bonnet is for the Kusstan army of the same 
significance as the Tickelhaube or helmet 
for the German or the kepi for the French 
army. The Astrachan bonnet is the symbol that 
hereafter the Russian army will be used for dif- 
ferent purposes than the maintenance of Ku- 


ropean peace. 


Ir has been noticed that the tendency of 
modern insurance is decidedly in the direction of 
large and wealthy companies and the wiping 
out of the smaller concerns. The reason for this 

is obvious. A large volumeof business can be 
done at less expense pro rata, than a smaller 
volume. That is to say, the cost of taking 8500. 
000 in premiums is not nearly five times as great 
as that of taking $100,000; probably the extra ex- 
pense is not more than twice the original sum. 
The same rule holds true of many kinds of busi- 
ness, and especially newspapers. It is the first 
20,000 that costs. Above that the percentage of 
profit on each 1,000 papers sold increases rapid. 
For the same type-setting, stereotyping. edito- 
rial work, telegraphie bills, office-rent and 
publishing expenses answer for the larger as 
wellasfor the smaller number. The insurance 
companies have to pay out about so much regu- 
larly for office-rent, advertisements, and solicit- 
ing; anc their commissions to agents are re- 
duced in proportion as the volume of business 
increases.

THE sun will be eclipsed this evening to 
observers in Chicago and vicinity, though we 
shall see only a part of the obscuration. The 
calculation for the Dearborn Observatory gives 
6:534¢ p. m. as the time when the moon will begin 
to bite into the edge of the sun, on the right- 
hand side, or 31 minutes before the sun’s upper 
limb disappears beneath the horizon. A line 
drawn ou the map from Chicago to Springfield 
will nearly mark out the places to which the 
the eclipse will begin half an hour before sun- 
set; and the further the observer is nortbeast 
from that line the greater will be the interval 
between the beginning of the eclipse and the 
time of sunset. A line from Cleveland to Nash- 
ville will pass near the places to which the 
eclipse will begin at sunset.

The resolution 
adopted by the General Assembly declaring 
that it no longer considers it safe or advan- 
tageous for the Church that Prof. Smith 
should continue to teach in one of her col- 
leges, did not deprive’ Prof. Smith of his 
chair. It merely said he 
OUGUT TO BE DEPRIVED OF IT. 
It was simply a very strong vote of no con- 
fidence in Prof. Sinith, and this form was 
adopted in the belief or hope that Prof. 
Smith might feel constrained to resign. But 
I believe he does not intend to resign. ‘The 
Assembly, therefore, will be obliged to take 
on itself the responsibility of giving practi- 
cal effect to its own censure. Dr. Adam, of 
Glasgow, has given notice of a motion to 
this effect, which will be discussed to-mor- 
row (Thursday). The motion proposes to 
remove Prof. Smith from his chair, but in 
the meantime to 
CONTINUE HIS FULL SALARY. 
The intention of this is believed to be to 
prevent the case being taken into the civil 
courts. Perhaps there is also an expectation 
that before long Prof. Smith will be con- 
victed of heresy in due form and regularly 
deposed, when his salary would immediately 
lapse. There is another aspect of the legal 
question which was brought before the 
Assembly by Mr. Guthrie, the legal adviser 
of the Church. He told the Assembly that 
by the law of the Church Professors held 
their chairs by the same tenure as that by 
which clergymen hold their churches— 
namely: for life, or until dismissed for mis- 
conduct, and if they dismissed Prof. Smith 
from his chair summarily, 
THEY REDUCED THE TENURE 

not only of Professors, but of ministers, to 
that of tenancy at will. At present minis- 
ters vote in Parliamentary elections on their 
manzes, because they are believed to be life 
tenants. But, if this decision is adhered to, 
the right of Free Church ministers to fran- 
chise would be liable to challenge in the 
registration courts, and it undoubtedly will 
be challenged. The Free Church, in that 
case, will be dragged into a conflict with the 
civil courts. To-morrow’s vote will, there 
fore, decide 

NOT ONLY THE FATE OF PROF. SMITH, 
but also he status of all the Professors and 
mini of the Scotch Free Church, in its 
political as well as ecclesiastical aspect. The 
effect of the proposed arrangement on Prof. 
Smith will be to retire- him on full pay and 
give him leisure to write more heretical arti- 
cles. 7 

The announcement of the result of the 
voting onthe resolution above referred to 
was followed by an unparalleled uproar.

been disclosed to make it apparent that the 
Custodian will be removed. There has been 
no evidence adduced to show that he is cor- 


tegrity been made in official quarters, but it 
has been devéloped that he has been 
very careless in his management of 
the fund intrusted to him, and that he 


does not have the careful business 
habits which such an official ought 
to have. For instance, notwithstanding 


he has disbursed a fund of not much 
less than $150,000 annually, for. many years, 
and is the custodian of a large amount of 
Government property, he has not taken an 
account of stock, and itis said is unable to 
explain how many articles have been dis- 
posed of. The investigation into the manner 
of managing this fund is likely to result in 
& VERY CONSIDERABLE REFORM. 
It may be that the fund is not too large, but 
there certainly seems to be a good many 
items which are unnecessary, and many 
of the things might be purchased at 
much less cost after careful advertising. 
The expenditures of the Contingent Fund 
for the last fiscal year were $172,682, that 
being very nearly the amount which Con- 
gress appropriated. The amount of expend- 
itures credited to the account of furniture 
in the last fiscal year is $41,964. So large an 
amount was scarcely necessary. A great many 
very expensive things, and some apparently 
unnecessary things, were = It does 
not seem necessary to purchase for Govern- 
ment offices five large alcove mirrors at a 
cost of $275, or expensive Wilton rugs. 
THE COST OF RUGS ALONE 


for the Treasury Department during the last 
fiscal year was $1,370. It does not seem 
necessary that the Treasury should spend in 
a single fiseal year $7,000 for the purchase, 
cleaning, and laying of carpets, inasmuch as 
when the year began most of the rooms in 
which carpets are used or are necessary were 
well supplied with carpets. The carpets which 
are purchased are heavy body-Brussels and 
Wilton. It would seem, too, that $17,500 is a 
ruther large sum to pay annually for the gag of 
the Treasury building, chandeliers, etc., 


IN VIEW OF THE FACT THAT THE TREASURY 

CLOSES AT 4 O'CLOCK 
in the afternoon, and that there are very few 
of the rooms where gas is needed at night. A 
good deal of this is due to the extortionate gas 
monopoly of the District. The horse establish- 
ment of the Treasury is on much too extensive 
a scale, and there are a great many more per- 
sons who have Government carriages and who 
use public carriages for private and social pur- 
poses than Congress intended, or the spirit 
of tbe law allows.

VIRGINIA. 
. MAHONE DISCOURAGED.

WasuineTon, D. C., May %.—Senator Ma- 
hone leaves to-morrow to enter upon the 
Readjuster campaign in Virginia, and to 
prepare for a Convention of his party, which 
is to be held next Thursday at Richmond. 
There is no doubt that Mahone leaves some- 
what discouraged as to the purposes of the 
Administration with respect to the coalition 
between the Republicans and himself.

IMPORTANT RAILROAD SUIT 


The Union Trust Company of New York 
and the Sllinois Midland Railroad 
Sued by a Stockholder of the Paris & 
Decatur Raltiroad. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 26.—An important 
suit has been commenced in the United 
States Circuit for this district. The proceed- 
ing is a bill of equity, filed by John I. Water- 
bury, of New York, complainant, against the 
Illinois Midland Railway Company, the 
Peoria, Atlanta & Decatur Railroad Com- 
pany, the Paris & Decatur Railroad Com- 
pany, the Union Trust Company of New 


York, and Robert G. Hervey and 
others, ollicers and Directors of 
the said railroad companies, defend- 


ants. The bill alleges the separate cor- 
porate existence of the Paris & Decatur 
Company, and that the complainant owns 
shares of capital stock to the value of $5,000. 
The pill is brought to cancel and set aside a 
deed of conveyance of the property, rights, 
and franchises of the Paris & Decatur Rail- 
road Company to the Peoria, Atlanta & De- 
catur Railway Company, made Sept. 19, 1874, 
and to cancel a mortgage executed Jan. 1.

MACDONALD LYON. 


He Dies at Denver, Colo., from an 
Overdose of Morphine, 


Said to Have Been Adminstered 
by Mrs. Mary A. Ducat. - 


7 


The Lady, Horrified, Attempts to Commit 
Suicide by Stabbing Herself. 


Denver, Colo., May 26,—Macdonald Lyon 
and Mrs. Ducat, of Chicago, yesterday morn- 
ing arrived here, went te the Lindel! Hotel, 
registered as A. M. Lyon and wife, and after 
breakfast went to the European Hotel. The 
Lindell clerk noticed that there was some 
disagreement between them. After dinner 
they went to furnished rooms on Lorimer 


The landlady noticed that both were nerv- 
ous and excited. Lyon paid one week’s 
rent, was taken with cramps, and asked Mrs. 
Ducat for liquor, and getting none, asked 
for morphine. 

She gave to him an overdose, and in two 
hours he was dead. She raved and attempt- 
ed suicide by stabbing, Jaudanum, and jump- 
ing from the window. She was taken to the 
County Jailforsafety. Letters in her bosom 
told who the two were. 

The inquest began at 9this morning. She 
told as above, and stated that the two were 
to have been married yesterday. She was 
extremely nervous and jerky. 

There is great interest in the case, and a 
large crowd was present. A verdict will 
probably be found about noon. There is 
divided opinion as to what it will be. Sheis 
a confirmed opium-eater, with brain and 
hearing badly shaken. 


Both the parties to this unfortunate affair 
are well known in this city. Mr. Macdonald 
Lyon is a brother of George M. Lyon, the 
junior partner of the firm of Ducat & Lyon, 
insurance agents at No. 155 La Salle street. 
He was born in Bedford, Pa., and was at the 
time of his death about 28 years of age, and 
had been employed asa clerk in the insur- 
ance office during the last ten years, and only 
severed his connection with it on the Ist of 
May. It was stated at the office that 
his relations with his employers and his 
associates were uniformly pleasant and satis- 
factory; that be gave up bis position of his own 
choice, assigning no other reason than that he 
desired to go w Colorado, which he did some 
weeks ago. As far as bis friends knew he was 
genial and good hearted, but somewhat fast in 
bis habits, though not sufficiently so to inter- 
fere with his clerical duties, The people in the 
office were shocked at the sad intelligence, and 
said that Lyon was the last man whom they 
would bave suspec of committing suicide. 
They knew of ne cause that could lead to so 
desperate an act, 

It was learned from outside sources that he 
was in the habit of going on sprees, 
and some are of the impression, though that 
might have been based an the news couveyed by 
eye pe dispatches, that be had acquired the 

bit of using opium in some of its forma, Mr. 
Lyon’ had lived almost constantly with his 
brother at Evanston up to a year ago, and since 
then at his house, No. 235 Dearborn avenue. 
His father is dead. 

' THE MRS. DUCAT 
who is also referred to in the dispatch is the 
lady who was, up to last November, the wife of 
Gen. A. C. Ducat, the senior member of the 
firm. Sbe was married to the General at Racine, 
in 1855.. The babit of using laudanum grew 
upon her to sych an extent that, after enduring 
with patien or years an amount of wisery 
which few men could submit to, and after re- 
— efforts to weanher from tbis practice, 

r husband was compel to 0 n 
a divorce. ‘Two of her brothers-in-law, William 
Jonnson and McDonald Lyon, were wituesses at 
the time and testified to her constant and exces- 
sive use of opiates. Since the granting of the 
divorce she has lived with her family at Evan- 
ston, where Mrs. Johnson. her sister, resides. 
About four days ago Mrs. Ducat suddenly left 
her house, and nothing was heard of her until 
news came of this unhappy occurrence at Den- 
ver. Mr. Lyon left for the West before Mrs. 
Ducat, and it was not known that they were to- 
gether. She is a woman of 5), no longer attract- 
ive, anc he a young man of W. The families of 
both parties are naturally plunged into the 
profoundest grief.

THE CASES YESTERDAY.

Dr. Dunne. the City Physician, told me this 
morning that he thuught the man delirious from 
the effects of the diseuse, and that he was not 
responsiole for his remarks, and this is the only 
way Lam able to account for his misstatements.

The arrest of Hamilton under such cir- 
cumstances was wholivy unjustifiable, and if 
he would only prosecute the other 
and get a verdict against him the 
etfect on the force would be good. The Courts 
have condemned such arrests, but mere censure 
seems to be useless. If a detective had to pay 
$1,000 or $2,000 fur “ obeying orders,“ the Chief 
of Police would put ao end to the practice of 
running in reputable citizens in the absence of 
proper authority. 

Of the merits of the controversy between the 
two companies this paper has nothing todo.

COOK COUNTY BILLS. 
RID OF COUNTRY JUSTICES. 

The bill providing for the division of Cook 
County into two Justice districts, one including 
the three city towns and the other the country 
towns, has passed the Legislature with the em- 
ergency clause, and gone to the Governor for his 
signature: so that as soon as he puts his auto- 
graph toit, which will be immediately, it will 
become a law, and this practice of dragging peo- 
ple all over Cook County will probably come to 
an end. : 

It is claimed in certain quarters, however, that 
the law is unconstitutional, and probably a case 
will soun be made up for the purpose of testing 
its legality. Some of these outside Justices who 
have been making so much money out of this 
practice are very much opposed to the action of 
the Legisiature, and will undoubtedly do what 
they can to have the matter brougut before the 
vourts for adjudication. 

ELECTION OF COMMISSIONERS. 

The bill changing the method of electing Com- 
missioners in Cook County, abolishing the tive 
little districts into which the county towns are 
divided and substituting for the present system 
the election of the tive who are allowed the 
county by a vote of the outside towns, has 

yussed the Senate and is now pending in the 

ouse of Representatives. The object of this 
bill is to do away with the inconveniencies aris- 
ing from allowing such a small constituency as 
Lemont, Palos, Orland, Worth, etc., to elect a 
Commissioner all by itself. Experience has 
shown that the larger the constituency 
the better the representative. Were the tive 
chosen by the entire county outside of Cuicago. 
tbe presumption is that they would be better 
men than if chosen by the smail districts at pres- 
ent provided for. The Democratic members of 
the House, however, are inclined to look upon 
the bill as a partisan one. As things now stand, 
their is an Opportunity of their carrying occa- 
sionally two of these county districts—the Le- 
mont and Cicero ones. With a consolidation they 
could never carry anything. So they are doing 
what they can, it appears, to fight the bill, and 
the ibilities are that it will not become a law. 

Of the five County Commissioners to be elected 
tuis fali three come from outside the city; and if 
this bill were to pass all the outside towus would 
vote for the three, while under the present sys- 
tem Only a portion of them would.

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CROP PROSP 


A Reliable View of the Situation 
in the Great North- 
west. 


The Annual Crop Liar” Has 
Been Busier than the - 
Farmers. 


Perhaps the Great Crop Will Turn Out 
Larger than Ever Be- 
fore. 


But the Hot Weather Required for the 
North Will Roast the South. 


Dispatches from Other Quarters of the 
Country Recording Hopes and 
Fears. 


NORTHWESTERN WHEAT CROP. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

St. Paul, Minn., May 26.—The Eastern 
papers contain a good many signs of anxious 
interest in the prospects for agricultural pro- 
duction in the Northwest the present season, 
and this interest is justified by the peculiar 
conditions under which production must be 
achieved. The long and severe winter of 
1881 affects the situation this season in three 
important ways. The snow blockade pre- 
vented in many sections the usual shipments 
of grain during the winter and increased the 
amount of wheat left in farmers’ hands this 
spring. The severe season discouraged and 
impoverished farmers in many places, and 
the acreage of grain will probably be dimin- 
ished by this cause. Finally, the late spring 
and the enormous bulk of snow, whose melt- 
ing was prolonged almost to the beginning 
of the present month, has delayed the seed- 
ing of wheatin some parts ef the State, and 
caused a larger part of the farm area of the 
State to be reserved for later and less critical 
crops. I have taken some trouble to 
investigate the extent of these various 
unfavorable influences and the persent 
condition and prospects of the wheat 
crop. The amount of grain left in farmers’ 
hands on account of last winter’s blockade 
has been exaggerated. There were, as there 
always are, heavy shipments in the fall im- 
mediately after thrashing. Then the road 
that makes the heaviest winter shipments, 
the Northern Pacific, was scarcely inter- 
rupted at all by the snow. . the roads 
have all been carr grain to Chicago ver 
industriously since the blockade was raise 
last month. peg ne little grain is held 
back for lack of facilities for shipment, ex- 
cept in some southern and southwestern 
counties, traversed by the Southern Minne- 
sota, Sioux City, Hasting & Dakota, and 
Winona & St. Peter Koads, where the raising of 
the blockade was delayed until the farmers were 
too busy with spring work to take their grain 
to the elevators. A rough estimate recently 
made by County Auditors makes the amount of 
old wheat left over May 1 about 2,000,000 bushels. 
The largest estimates come from the following 
counties, all but one in the southern and south- 
western part of the State, and upon the lines of 
the roads above mentioned: 


Goodhue 
Houstoa 


200,000 

Eight or ten other counties report from 25, 
to 80,000 bushels of old wheat. Probably much 
of this has been forwarded to market since the 
estimate was made. 

It is still less easy to get at an accurate esti- 
mate of the average for the present year. The 
returns of Township Assessors to County Audi- 
tors are not made till June. Until that time all 
estimates are more or less intelligent guess- 
work. I have some returns made by County 
Auditors in advance of definit information, 
whose resuit I will give you for what it is worth. 
These show an increase for the principal north- 
ern counties of about 50,000 acres, balanced by a 
decrease in the sout n counties of about 120,- 
Qu0 acres. The counties that show the largest 
increase and decrease are the following:

About the only thing of any value in this frag- 
mentary and preliminary estimate is the con- 
Urmation it brings to the general tendency of 
wheat culture to retire from the oid and worn- 
out lands in the southern counties to the vir- 
gin prairie soil of the North and West. 

AS TO THE PROGRESS OF SEEDING 
and the present prospects of the wheat crop, 
there bas been a good deal of misrepresentauon. 
The ubiguitouscrop liar comes out with the 
ground-bog on the first spr day and works 
like a beaver until — —— to the 
papers bere represent seeding as finished two 
weeks ago. In pointof fact, it is barely tinished 
now in some sections. The season is froma 
week to two weeks late in most parts of the 
State, and this means something in this latitude. 
Curiousiy enough the topography of the coun- 
try has been the most important element in the 
determination of the time of seeding this spring. 
The heavy snow lay on nearly all the heavy 
wheat-producing sections alike, and melted off 
on all at about the same time. But iu the rot- 
ing country in the southeastern counties, 
in the Minneseta Valley. and along the foot-hilis 
of the divide between the Minnesota and Missis- 
sippi the meiting snow rapidiy drained off, leav- 
ing the soildry and ready for the seed. In the 
Hut dead level of the southwestern counties, on 
the headwaters of the Minnesota, and in the Red 
Kiver Valley the melting snow sank uniformly 
into the soil saturating it to a paste. To make 
the matter worse, several light rains followed, 
keeping up this state of things for weeks. Asa 
result, seeding is two weeks late in the Red 
River Valley and along the main line of the St. 
Paul. Minneapolis & Manitoba Road, and a week 
or ten days late in the southwestern counties. 
This is the part of the State where the best 
wheat is grown, though not iu the largest quan- 
tity. These conditions will 
MATERIALLY DECREASE THE ACREAGE 

in the prairie counties and in the Red River Val- 
ley. Much land that would bave been sown to 
wheatis devoted to other uses,and a large 
acreage of low-lying wet ground has been 
ubandoned entirely for the season. It is too 
early yet to predict the effect of this delay upon 
the barvest, but the fact is undeniable that the 
crop bas a bad start. This fact bas been covered 
up by local pride and jealousy. but | have taken 
pains to verify it by inquiries from disinterested 
and intelligent sources. If the summer is warm 
and germination rapid the wheat 
this section will make up lost 
and the crop may the 
ever known. But just here 
comes in anuthber consideration. In the roiling, 
well-drained part of the State, inclading the 
southeastern counties, where the acreage is still 
largest, the growth of the plant is now as 
fur advanced as usual at this season. The wheat 
is al) up, and looks green and ftlourishiing. This 
grain is beyond the stage when warm weather is 
needed for germination, and now needs cool, 
damp weather for the formation of a vigorous 
plant. The bot weather needed in the pruirie 
counties may blast or dry up the further-ad- 
vanced grain in the well-drained sections. The 
difference in the stage of growth in different 
sections exposes one or the other to an alter- 
native peril. The wheat-crop is precarious 
enough any season, but this year it is surround- 
ed with peculiar and threutening conditions of 
uncertainty. 


SUUTHERN ILLINOIS. 
PINCKNEYVILLE, III., May 25.—Through- 
out this county, and, indeed, as far as heard 
trom, the wheat-crop, which three or four 
weeks since promised at least a fair half 
crop, for several reasons promises now not a 
greater average than five bushels to the acre. 
The chinch-bug, Hessian fly, army-worm, 
and too much wet weather are all combined 
against the farmer thig year. The wheat 
which it offered the first®f this month was 
stooling or spreading sufficient to make 
up for that which had frozén out; instead of 
sending up heads for the shoots, as it was 
reasonably expected to do, it seems to have 
to a standstill, and scarcely a 
half-dozen has a head 
of acres the 
weeds are taking what wheat was left. Indeed, 
we think we are safe in say there are 
hundreds of acres in this county, sown to wheat,

The Senate appropriation bills, which were 
pounded over and over and amended on sec- 
ond reading last week and the week before, 
were tackled again, and passed as amended 
about as fast as the Clerk could read them 
and call the roll.

Eli Perkins Visits the Ancient Cathe- 
drals—He Discovers a Lost Man. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 20.—This morn- 
ing [rode down the San Antonio River to 
visit the old Spanish Missions. There they 
stil) stand, three and six miles below San An- 
tonio. The Missions are old ruined Spanish 
cathedrals, 150 years old. They were built 
by a former generation of monks and Jesuits, 
who came to San Antonio, founded the town, 
and built splendid stone cathedrals with 
richly-carved stone doorways and grand 
domes; and then the whole race seems to 
have dried up and faded from the face of the 
Earth. 

They once had an aristocratic Catholic 
hierarchy here in San Antonio, with Bishops 
and hundreds of priests and nuns, who re- 
ported to the great Cardinal, whose office is 
still filled by another Cardinal in Nicaragua. 

It is not generaliy known that for over 100 
years before Cardinal McCloskey wore his 
red hat and scariet robes in New York, they 
have had a Cardinal in Nicaragua. I went 
across the Mediterranean to the great Catho- 
lic convocation in Rome in 1867 with the Nic- 
aragua Cardinal, and returned fro Rome 
over the Alps in the same coach. Lie trav- 
eled with a liveried servant, baskets of wine, 


treated the passengers as if he were common 
tourist. But every morning | noticed ail the 
Catholic passengers used to kneel to him and 
kiss the Cardinal’s amethyst ring. 

These old Missions below San Antonio are 
now deserted. The monks’ quarters are used 
by degenerate Mexicans as mule-stables. 
Probably the most ignorant Mexican and the 
most ignorant Catholic en Earth now shelters 
himself and family of mules, and children, and 
boys, and pigs in these windowless cloistera. 
When I asked one of them who was President of 
the United States, he didn't know. 

Did you ever hear of Gen. Grant?” 

No,“ he said, shaking his head. 

“ Who was George Washington?” 

His bead nodded *“ No” again. 

“ Did you ever hear of Christ?’ 

os. he said; and he pointed to one Savior's 
image on an old glass candlestick, and went on 
smoothing down his greasy buir.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were heavy at the opening, and sales of 
large blocks were reported. Aslight decline was 
made throughout the whole list of investments 
as well as speculatives. This temporary depres- 
sion did not last, but under the influence of a 
rise in Governments, and favorable news about 
the coal combination, the market regained its 
strength, and with an increasing volume of 
transactions, prices went up again. At the close 
there was no decided tone, some stocks being 
strong, and others weak. 

The Elevated stocks formed an independent 
group, and were strong from the start. A very 
large short interest has been formed in them, 
and is now likely to be badly twisted. 

St. Paul reached 129. Evidently some powerful 
clique influence is at work in this stock. St. 
Joe common is virtually cornered. A New York 
dispatch says that the St. Joe clique offered to 
settle Keene's shorts for him at 100 for the com- 
mon but he declined the offer. 

There is more than one stock in which the 
sales made by the shorts some weeks ago will be 
hard to cover. 

Northern Pacific preferred is very strong 
on its merits, but those who have the best infor- 
mation contradict emphatically the report that 
a dividend is probabie, Another rumor which 
has got into circulation is that the preferred 
stock isto be exchanged for 6 per cent income 
bonds. 

Union Pacific is “ pointed” for 150. 

Reading advanced. It was bought freely by 
Philadelphia parties. Gowen has been telling 
his friends to seli it short. 

The express stocks ought to have their turnin 
the rise. Adams Express Company will go, its 
friends say,to 150. It is earning 14 to 16 per 
cent, though paying but 8 percent. All the ex- 
press companies are overwhelmed with busi- 


ness. 

The coal stocks were at first weak, but Gowen 
& Bond were subsequently reported to have 
made a compromise by which Reading was to 
work on partial time, and so not interfere with 
the limited production. Half of the companies 
are reported to be in favor of an advance in 
June in the price of the domestic sizes, in which 
there is no competition with bituminous. 

Trouble is reported between the Vanderbilt 
and Wabash Roads. The latter bas been divert- 
ing traffic from the New York Central and Lake 
Shore, and these in revenge are giving their 
business to the Lake Erie & Western, which has 
berun to advance and will, the Vanderbilt party 
assert, advance still more. 

Gould stocks have been quiet, and have lacked 
the support so solicitoualy given them by Gould 
brokers a short time ago. Gould is believed to 
have sold a great deal of his stock. 

The answer of the counsel of the Manhattan 
Company to the allegations contained in the suit 
begun by Attorney-General Ward claims that 
the Company does not owe a dollar to any cred- 
itor; that it has fulülſed all its obligations to the 
Metropolitan and New York companies to date, 
and that it will owe them nothing until July 1. 
and not then unless default should be made in 
the interest which will then be due; that the 
lesser companies are in full accord with each 
other and with the Manbattan Company; that 
they desire the continuance of the lease; and, 
should default occur in July, which is probable, 
those companies will so arrange matters that no 
advantage will be taken of that circumstance. 
They will also assert that they have been com- 
pelied to submit to many expenses which were 
not foreseen when the lease was made; that by 
reason of the advance in coal it costs the Com- 
pany $300,000 more per annum for that com- 
modity than was anticipated; that wages have 
risen 20 per cent, involving an additional un- 
foreseen annual expenditure of $300,000; and 
that taxation by the city was likewise entirely 
unexpected. They will characterize the tax 
sought to be imposed as arbitrary and totally 
disproportionate to the amount of property that 
can properly be ciassed as real estate—viz.: the 
portion occupied by the pillars. They will claim 
that the tax has been levied on the full valua- 
tion, whereas by law real estate is protected 
against assessments exceeding 60 per cent of its 
selling price. Such a tax, they will assert, could 
not hold anywhere but in Russia. For further 
answer, they will allege that the only persons 
interested in the application for a Receiver are 
persons who are short of the stock; that large 
blocks of the stock have recently been sold 
“short” on the Stock Exchange, and that the 
sellers bave urged the institution of the present 
suit for the purpose of lowering the price of the 
stock to meet their personal ends and desires. 

The earnings of the Indiana, Bloomington & 
Western Railroad for the week ending May 15 
were $20,700, an increase of $1,846 over same 
week last year. The earnings of the Burling- 
ton, Cedar Rapids & Northern for week ending 
May 9 were $36,609, an increase of $6,071. 

The earnings of the Milwaukee & Lake Shore 
Road for the third week in May were $11,127, 
against $6,070 last year; increase, $5,057, or 70 
per cent.

The leading produce markets were again very 
irregular yesterday. Provisions were dull, with 
an easier feeling in lard, considerable weakness 
in pork, and a rather less extent of the same in 
meats. Wheat was active, and excited early, 
under numerous buying orders from outside, but 
wiggied badly afterward, and lost the early ad- 
vance, as a wood many long lots were let go at the 
top and near it. Corn was active, with larwer re- 
ceipts and a good percentage of the higher 
grades, whicb about abolished the May premium, 
while future months were not so much affected. 
There was more doing in this month's deliveries, 
and it was thought that most of the, May 
sales are now closed up. Oats were weak- 
ened by the largest receipts of the 
season. Rye was tame and bariey steady. 
Mess pork closed 370 lower, at $15.90@15.% for 
June and $16.05@16.07% for July. Lard closed 5 
@10c lower, at $10.60 bid for June and $10.65@ 
10.67% tor July. Short ribs closed We lower, at 
88.17 68.20 for July. Wheat ciosed unsettied, 
at $1.1144@1.11\ for June and $1.12%@1.12% for 
July. Corn closed le higher, at 42%@424%(0 
for June and 484%@48%0 for July. Oats closed 
strong, at 8x%@se%c for May, 37% ane for 
June, and nn for July. Rye closed un- 
steady, at 79%@80%c seller August, and Tic 
seller September. Barley closed nominally at 
96c for No. 2 cash, 85c for No. 3, and d for No. 4. 
Hogs were dull and 10c lower, at $5.70@6.00 for 
light, and at $5.656@6.25 for heavy. Cattle were 
active and stronger, with sales at $3.00@6.25. 

There was a sustained movement in staple and 
fancy dry gooda, and the tone of the market re- 
mained steady. Boots and shoes were reported 
dull. and in clothing, bats and caps. and millinery 
goods the movement was slack also. Groceries 
were in very good demand, and were generally 
firm. Coffees have advanced (Ge at the East, 
and the feeling hereis stronger tu sympatby. 
Sugars were again very etrong. Thesupply on 
band is unusually gut, and jobbers are falling 


behind with their orders. There was a frm and. 


fairly active butter market. Cheese, on the con- 
trary, was almost wholly neglected, and the feel- 
ing among boulders was greatly depressed. Prices 
were agair lower tothe extent of Kn. full 
creams being quoted at 9@10c and part skins at 
Sie. Dried fruits and fish were quoted 
as before. Bagging, leather, coal, and 
pig-iron were also unchanged. In the oil 
market there was fair activity at steady prices. 

The market for broom-corn continues active 
aud health y. the stocks being much smaller than 
last year at this time. Waal. bides, grease, and 
tallow are moving siowly at steady prices. Green 
fruits sell readily, prices ruling steady at the 
rates of the past week. Hay bas taken another 
downward tura, all grades being marked down 
50c@Fi.00 per ton. Potatoes are steady, the 
stock of sound of the old crop having become 
nearly exhausted. In sceds, clover was steady 
with light offerings. Timotby steady, with more 
disposition to operate, and tlaxseed lower, sell- 
ing at $1.4. Hungarian and millet were both 
strong.

— of lumber from the city by rail dur- 
ing the past week have probably been larger than 
during the same period before in the history of 
the city. The shipments uggregated over 26,- 
000,000 feet. This was due to the filling of orders 
accumulated during the switchmen's strike. 
Most of these orders have now been disposed of. 
Still the daily aggregate is much larger thar on 
previous years. 

The occurrence of higher prices for grain nat- 
urally suggests increased receipts, and a good 
many people are looking for them. In the case 
of oats, there would seem to be not much room 
for a further increase. The 201 car- 
loade received yesterday averaged a great 
deul * more than the car-load 
used to do, furnished a formidable reason for a 
decline yesterday, especially as the receipts for 
several days past have run along from 175 to 200 
car loads. Cora also is coming in more freely, 
and the premium for May over July bas dimin- 
ished to about zero as & consequence of that 
fact. Wheat does not show much increase as 
yet, but the current neus is to the effect that it 
is arriving in larger quantities at country sta- 
tions, and the farmers are now getting through 
with so much of their spring work as to favor 
the increased movement if there be any wheat 
left. Right here, however, is the rub. There 
are pienty of people who argue that there must 
be a big pile of wheat behind, because it has not 
yet come forward in so great volume as last 
year. Others argue that if there had been 
a big surplus it would dare deen 


evident before this. In regard to this point it is 


noteworthy that the weather conditions have 


been unusually adverse to a big movement on. 


the last crop thus far, so that the rule of former 
seasons may be distrusted now. The wet 
weather following last harvest forced a great 
deal of wheat into stack that would otherwise 
have been thrashed right away, and one need 
scarcely do more than hint at the character of 
the wiuter as uafavorable to the operations of 
unstacking and thrashing. The statements of 
people who ought to know how much wheat 
there is back of us vary widely. It may be weil 
to remember, while listening to either or both, 
that the wheat only began to move freely last 
spring about this time, and this season is very 
much later than that. Hence liberal receipts 
during June would not be incompatibie with the 
receat paucity in the movement of wheat from 
first hands.

ANOTHER LETTER. 
Independance Beloe, May 2, 1881. 

Why did the United States come to an under- 
standing with France to call the Monetery Con- 
ference of 1881? We were surprised as well as 
chagrined at the answ which M.de Parien 
made to this question in full session ot the 
French Senate. Americans, said X. 
de Parien, sell silver as we Frenchmen 
sell wine. They wish to obtain the high- 
est price for their siiver just as we do for our 
wines. and for this reason they desire that the 
Conference should recommend the free cuinage 
of silver in order to restore that metal to the 
former par,—that is to say, to don pence per 
standard ounce. I trust that my distinguished 
colleague will permit me to say that I looked 
for loftier views from him. 1 did not believe 
that be would ther up this imputation from 
the low levels of ignorance and of malevolence 
to carry it to the bar of the Senate. How is it 
that he, the iMustrious founderof the Latin 
Union, the indefatigabie propagator of that 
beautiful and prewaant idea of monetary coali- 
tions on the grandest scale how. I ask, is it that 
M. de Parien does not see that the Americans 
are only adopting the idea of which he bas made 
himself the apostie: and that to-day they are 
proposing its adoption by the worid for the rea- 
son that they believe theirown interest as a great 
commercial people to be at oue with the inter- 
est of munkind? Let us then, in the 
first place, see what this interest of the silver- 
producers amounts to, which, they say, America 
wishes to uphold at the expense of Europe. If 
we consider the actual facts, this interest ap- 
pears to be of the smallest; if we go to the bot- 
tom of the matter we cannot but recognize that 
it is absolutely nothing. At auy rate this iuter- 
est is, as we have said, of the smallest impor- 
tance. The production of silver in the United 
States last year is estimated to have been .- 
000,000. Granted that free coinage would raise 
the white metal to the par of 1544, it would be a 
rise of about 15 per cent, or an added value of 
$5.500,000 to the total product of silver in the 
United States. Such would be the protit which 
free coinage would bring to the Americans. Our 
opponents, according to their own figures, 
should reduce this profit to 3.000.000 (15,000,000 
francs), since they contend that silver would still 
remain depreciated to the extent of 5 per cent. 


SILVER AS MERCHANDISE. 

We can arrive at the result in another way. 
The shares of all the silver mines in the United 
States, according to their prices ou the stock 
lists at the Exchange, do not represent $200,0u0,- 
000, of which the revenues are less than $10,000,- 
00u, for many of these mines are worked ata loss. 
A 15 per cent rise in silver would increase 
these dividends at most by $3,000,000 or $4,000,000. 
Let us double this sum and call it $6,000,000, or 
30,000,000 francs. Behoid, then, this colossal 
State, which is nothing less than a conti- 
nent, whose favorable balance of trade is 
nearly 1,000,000 francs; a State which has 
at its disposal an aunual surpius in its 
budget of more than 000,000 frances; which 
has received from Europe within two years and 
a half more than 1.000,000,000 in gold. This State 
solemoly sends abroad a delegation composed of 
its most important statesmen and of its most 
distinguished specialists in this branch of econ- 
omy—among the first, Evarts, who has just laid 
down the portfolio of Foreign Affairs—Thurman 
and Timothy Howe, the most eminent repre- 
sentatives of the two great parties which divide 
the Senate, and one of them an ex-candidate 
for the Presidency, and finally, Mr. Dana 
Horton, the author of the excellent book, 
“Silver and Gold,” and of the splendid volume- 
entitled The International Monetary Confer- 
ence of 1878.“ which the Congress of the United 
States published, and which, by the same au- 
thority, is offered gratuitously to every one who 
may ve to it. This delegation ar- 
rived iu France, and is charged to request from 
Europea charity of . 000. 000 in behalt of the 
operators and jobobers in mining shares. 

Such is the part which some attribute to the 
hee transatlantic Mepublic. and France al- 
ows berseif to be made her —— 

Is not this a supposition absolutely puerile and 
laughable? 

Yet in reality even this trifilng interest does 
not exist. Mr. Pirmey said at the Conference of 
1878: * Destroy all the silver and the gold which 
will remain will be worth as much as the two 
metals together were before.” If this is true it 
follows that, as the United States produce ex- 
actly as much gold as silver, the demonetization 
of one of these two metals should be to them a 
matter of perfect indifference, since they are 
sure to gain on one side what they would lose on 
the other. 

INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 

Cernuscho’s idea of international bimetallism 
won over the United States to favor a scientitic 
movement similar to that which nas brought 
about a conversion of German science and eru- 
dition. If the most illustrious economists of Ger- 
many—Roscher, Wagner. Schaeffler, Lexis, Neu- 
wirth, Ahrendt and Suess—avow themselves in 
favor of a doppelwibrung (double standard) it 
will not probably be urged that it is because 
they have silvertosell. International bimetal- 
lism has been expounded, us well from the his- 
toric as from the scientific int of view. iu a 
masterly manner by Dana Horton. The same 
great principle was adopted by the Silver Com- 
mission of the Congress of 1876, of which the re- 
port is, in my opinion, the most important offi- 
cial document which bas been published upon 
the monetary question. Since then bimetallism 
has gained further ground, notwithstanding the 
opposition of the gold fanatics of the New York 
Clearing-House on the one side, and of the silver 
men onthe other. To-day, after the conference 
of 1878, and in presence of that of 1881, both of 
which were brought on by the United States, it 
may be said that bimetallism represents the 
monetary creed of America, and America sum- 
mons the whole world to this meeting with the 
au — which speaks only in the voice of a great 
people. 

There took place in the United States the same 
th which bas also taken place in Germany 
and italy, and which we shall soon see in En- 
gland. In America under the impulse of economic 
requirements, le were ied to a serious 
study of the problem, and from that time the 
truth—the necessity of international bimetal- 
lism—become apparent. No doubt very dis- 
tinguished men may remain monometallists by 
lullmg themselves with the convenient and 
flattering confidence that they are in the pos- 
session of absolute truth; but I am convinced 
that if they would but give themselves the 
trouble to study the mass of materials which 
sicence has latterly brought together and the 


teach which tlow from the facts as observed 
during past ten years, as the learned Ger- 
mans have done, „ would change their 


opinions. I do not mean to say that J am speak- 
ing of t Echo du Parlement, for that journal fiuds 
its chief arrument in the contempt which it en- 
tertains for these studies and reproaches me for 
having given my time to them. 

A MONETARY UNION. 

Do the United States, then, come to Paris 
solely to defend a scientific idea? By no means. 
Nations in general do not take such initiative 
steps uniess moved by their own interests, and 
America’s interest in this matter is greut, im- 
mense, but altogether different from the one 
whieh has been supposed to intluence her. It is 
not a question of a 1 * profit of $5,000,000 or 
$6,000,000 or a rise in silver, but of a gain of 
hundreds and thousands of millions by the de- 
velopment of commerce. M. de Parien is cer- 
tainly not the man todeny the very iwportant 
benefits which would result from a great mon- 
etary union, comprising Europe and Awerica, 
establishing throughout the entire world equal- 
ity and fixity in monetary exchanges and plac- 
ing them upon a common basis. No people have 
a greater interest than the United States in the

ratio to gold, Germany was unable to join in 
such a course, but was ready to second the 
efforts of Stutes disposed to unite for that pur- 
pose. For a certain number of years she m:got 
abstain from all sales of silver, as she bad done 
since May, 187%, and for anorher period of dura- 
tion she might engage to seli only so limited a 
quantity as not to glut the market. Olterior 
regulauions would fix these periods and quanti- 
ties. Such an arranpgemeut would protect bi- 
metallic States from an uulimited intlux of Ger- 
mrn thalers, which, moreover, could occur only 
if the balance of trade was against her, or if the 
ratio of 15% of the Bimetallic Union was sen- 
sibly moditied in favor ot gold, an unlikely con- 
tingency. In any case, the export of thalers 
would be a loss for «he exporters, so that the 
Bimetallic Union need not apprenead an iuflux 
of German siiver. That union, moreover, 
might exclude thulers from free wintage, thus 
adding to the cost of such a speculation by 
suddling its autaors with the expense of meltin 
down and retining. Germany might also exten 
the internal use of silver currency by calling iu 
the five-mark gold pieces and the Treasury 
notes of the sume value, making together 63,- 
000,000 marks, and she might melt down the five 
and two mark silver pieces, recoining then at a 
ratio of about one to 154 in lieu of one to 14. 
Mr. Fremantie, on behalf of Eugland, stated 
that sue could not abandon a system which had 
worked for sixty years without the inconsisteacy 
attendant on other systems; but, while not tak- 
ing part in any vote, he was ready to offer any 
information, and should watch the debates with 
lively interest. Lord Reay, for the Indian Coun- 
cil, entertained no hope of a radical change of 
circumstances, but expressed a readiiess to 
consider any suggestion for restoring the value 
of silver. Sir A. Galt, tor Canada, aud the dele- 
gates of Portugal, Russia, Greece, Ausiria, 
Sweden, Norway, and Switzerland reserved their 
entire freedom of action. The generul dis- 
cussion, prior to the cunsideration of the pro- 
gram framed by Mr. Vrolik, was then opened by 
M. Cernuschi, who referred to the German pro- 
posals as a basis for negotiation, though inade- 
quate as they stood. He foreshadowed the 
adoption of bimetallism by the English Goveru- 
ment alter the agitation which paved the way 
for all reform in Englaad. Dr. Broch (Norway) 
defended the gold standard. 

MR. HORTON’S QUESTIONS. 

The program submitted by Mr. Horton (United 
States) at Tuesday's committee, and which, 
though eventually withdrawn, was the subject 
of a complimentary allusion by Mr. Vrolik to- 
day, was as follows:

4. Where several commodities are elevated to 
the rank of money in different countries, either 
singly or jointly, at some ratio of equivalence 
fixed by national monetary law, does not the 
total monetary law of countries which use either 
or all of these commoditics as money entirely 
control the relative employment for them, 80 
that at any given time the rate of their eqguiva- 
lence with each otber, whether as actual or po- 
tential money, is merely the result of the com- 
plex forces of the existing monetary law? 

5. Is the principle of treedom of contract or 
of freedom of exchange opposed to the simul- 
taneous employment of silver ana gold money 
at a fixed rativ established by the law? 

6. Waving ail questions of the methods of cor- 
rectly ascertaining general averages of prices, 
is not stability of average purchasing power the 
chief desideratum in money ? 

7. Is not a general reduction of average prices 
accompanied by a prolonged and insidious crisis? 

8 Hus not each nation, in the proportion of 
the activity of its people in production and ex+ 
change, an equal interest in the stability of the 
average purchasing power (at home! of its 
money? 

9. Did not the prohibition of silver coinage in 
England after 1798, uta time when a war de- 
mand for gold had compelled the use of paper 
money, increase the divergence between paper 
and gold, and assist in maintaining a situation 
which made the retention of paper money nec-

per money by goid alone (1815-1821), withdrawing

Reviewing the monetary policy of the century 
and a half before 1873, diring which period the

The Creditors, After Hearing This, 
Retire into a Cave of Gloom. 


A meeting of the creditors of Lawrence & 
Martin was held at the office of Tenney, Flower 
& Cratty, in the Graonis Block, yesterday. There 
were about thirty-fve present, representing in 
the neighborhood $200,000. Among them 
were J. M. Atherton, of Louisville; John 8. 
Beecher and Herman Meyer, of New York; W. 
F. Lewis, of Montreal: Mr. Davison, of Beliaire, 
O.: John Parker, Al Arundel, and representa- 
tives of about two dozen distilleries; also, 
Messrs. Horton Uliman. Ela, and Assay, 
representing creditors. The latter appeared 
on behalf of Ives Beecher of New York, Mr. 
Mohr and Mr. Reese of Cincinnati, Lawrence 
Myer & Co. of New York, Arundel & Holton of 
Chicago, the Garden City Distilling Companv of 
Chicago, Chapin & Gore, the United States Dis- 
tilling Company, and two more Chicago distil- 
leries and two in New York, the total of ali the 
claims being $85,000. 

Mr. Beecher was called to the chair, and Mr. 
Arundel chusen Secretary. 

There were a number of reporters present, 
and at the suggestion of Mr. Tenney they were 
asked to retire. 

Mr. Tenney then submitted a statement pur- 
porting to show 
THE CONDITION OF THE FIRM’S AFFAIRS. 
It proved that a great deal of tying was done 
when the doors of the house were closed, 
the debts being $477,000 instead of $25),000. 
According to this document the unsecured 
indebtedness is $279,055; bills discounted, 
$25,000; total, $304,065; and the secured in- 
debtedness, $172,900; making the liabilities 
$477,054. The assets consist of accounts, bills 
receivable, and cash, the goods not in the bands 
of judgment creditors being beld by other cred- 
tors as collateral.

The Chair—When can the Committee com- 
mence the examination of the books? 

Mr. Asay—Can tbe offer be changed to cash, 
or the notes secured? 

Mr. Tenney—l do not kpow whether the notes 
can get the security of an additional name. 

A creditor—Wili the books be open to the in- 
spection of creditors other than those on the 
Committee? 

Mr. Tenney—NoO, sir. 

A creditor—I do not see why a creditor should 
have access to them more than auother. 

Mr. Tenney—I suppose the Committee are on 
honor and will not take advantage of anytoing 
they learn from the books. Another creditor 
might tind out the names of some of the coun- 
try debtors and have them garnisheed for his 
personal benetit, and to the detriment ot tne re- 
maining creditors. 

Mr. Asay—The Committee can be consulted 
on — arising in the minds of other 
creditors.

rs. Reecher's name is connected 
with the matter is decidedly unpleasant, to say 
the least. It certainly was imprudent in her to 
dispose of the dead man's papers in the way she 
did. Mrs. Beecher has always bad a strong will 
of ber own, and its exercise bas led to d 
able co uences more than once. Had she 
let Farmer Turner's rs alone, or even hand- 
led them more carefully, the present unpleas- 
antness might not bave come. 


THE COOKERY QUESTION. 


Lecture by Mrs. E. PF. Ewing, of the 
Chicago Trafuing-School of Cookery. 

Yesterday afternoon another course of leot- 
ures on the art gastronomy was inaugurated 
at Fairbank Hall, the lecturer being Mrs. Emma 
P. Ewing, Superinterident of the Chicago Train- 
ing-School of Cookery. The lecture, which was 
free, was prelimiuary to the regular course on 
plain cookery begiuning Juue 9 and continuing 
for ten consecutive ‘Thursday afternoons. 

Mis. Ewing stated that a course ticket 
would cost $2.50, and that the lect- 
ures would only de illustrated by act- 
ual. cookery when absolutely necessary. 
The objects zof the truining-schvuol established 
March 7 were: To found a training-school of do- 
mestie economy; to teach thorough, intelligent, 
and systematic methods of cookery; to make a 
special study of coukery for the purpose of popu- 
jarizing the subject in its scientilic aspects; to 
teach the best modes of preparing food, as well 


as those methods which are simplest, 
cheapest, and most healthful; to establish 
standard and reliable authorities on 


housework; to promote und encourage scien- 
tino research in hygienic, chemical, and 
physiotogicul directions; to stimulate and assist 
young women iu acquiring a thorougd education 
in domestic economy, as une of the surest guar- 
antees of future success and happiness. 

“Who is to Blame? was the subject of the 
lecture, and Mrs. Ewing occupied uearly au hour 
in auswering this social Conundrum to the forty 
ladies who were present. She said that ambi- 
tion was as necessary for woman as tor man, 
and mothers ought to recognize this fact in 
educating their daughters. Too many were 
tuugbt to be oruumentul, and to consider bemyg 
useful adisgrace. Een in ber owa acknowl- 
edged branches of industry—washing, cooking. 
aud sewing—woman was being excelled. Men 
did the best laundry work; mou took the lead in 
funcy cooking; and men invented the sewing- 
macuine. Buin sexes were to blame fur the ex- 
isting conditions. The responsibility could not 
de divided. but, like the interests involved, they 
were mutual, and centered in the fuudumental 
idea of bumanicy, Home. 

te thougut ita great misfortune that house- 
hoid duties should be considered a drudgery, and 
done in a fretful and complainivg spirit. ‘There 
were slovenly aud siipshod servants because the 
mistresses were ignorant of proper methods. 
Bridget misruied tue household because her ig- 
norance was less dense than that of ber mistress. 
The culinary art was wost important, because 
muny crimes were traceable to bad food. Had 
not Nupoleon bad an attack of dyspepsia he 
would not have lost the battle of Waterloo; and 
it was such men as Jefferson Davis, whose 
disordered stomachs mide them wretched, 
that plurged this Nation into civil war. Com- 
tort was essential io nauppiness, and would be 
banished by a cup of muddy colfee at breakfast. 
Women fulled to appreciate the importance of 
the comforts of home, which oughtto be made 
the most attractive piace in the world for uus 
bands and sons. To buildup such bomes would 
be a practical temperance work that the 
women's crusade never could accomplish. Men 
were apt to think that the inanimate articie 
bread was a silent, sad, and effective pro- 
test against womans  suifrage. If sue 
could muke only heuvy, sour, haif- 
buked bread, how could sbe make laws! 
The spenker, however, found that the so-called 
strong-minded wumen that she knew were 
umonyg the best housekeepers. The worid could 
no longer be indiilerent to the food question. It 
was not necessary to mortify the flesh for con- 
scieuce sake. It was a noticeuble fact that moat 
of the funcy cooking was unpulatabie to those 
unaccustomed to its use: the taste hed to be, 
she would not say cultivated, but depraved 
to a tiking for these fancy dishes. The 
appetite was us susecptibic to cultivation as 
any of the facuities, aud ought to be educated to 
proper food, rather thau to picase the eye with 
a brilliant array of beautiful dishes. 

The speaker regretted that so many women 
loathed their househoid work, and thought if 
they would enter into it as eagerly as their 
husbands entered into business there would be 
abappier result. It was the heart, the motive, 
that made work a jo ora drudgery. Woman's 
department required braing as much as any 
ower. ‘The lecturer read a letter from Mrs. 
President Gariucid in which she spoke of the 
inspiration dcrived.trom bread-baking. Woman 
despised the littie duties, forgetting that lte 
wus made tp of _trities, The world 
suffered more from heedivsnes3 than from 
criminality. People who wait to escape drudg- 
ing by shirking responsibility become Incapaci- 
tated for domestic enjoyment and waste their 
time in idle efforts to be happy. They should 
not count duty as drudging where such results 
were involved. The lecturer pleaded for the 
largest liberty and widest privilege for ber sex, 
and the right of every woman to choose her 
vucation in life, but home was the noblest sphere 
and the trucst liberty was the right to make 
home pleasant and attractive. She thought the 
glorious day was ulready beginning to dawn when 
it would be no longer necessary to inguire, Who 
is to blame? 


EDUCATIONAL. 


Ex-Gov. Evans Offers to Give 650,000 
Towards Liquidating the Debi of the 
Northwestern University. 

At the invitation of Mr. Orrington Lunt, an in- 
formal meeting of influential members of the 
Board of Trustees of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity was held in the Grand Pacific Hotel last 
evening at 5 p.m. to meet ex-Gov. John 
Evans, President of the Board of Trustees, and 
to consider the welfare of the University in 
general. There were present the Hon. John 
Evans, Bishop Merrill, Orrington Lunt, Judge 
James Bradwell, the Rev. Arthur Edwards, 
D. D., the Rev. R. M. Hattield, D. D., Mr. David 


McWilliams, Mr. P. B. Shumway, Mr. J. 
J. Parkhurst, O. H. Horton, Esq.. the 
Rev. W. X Ninde, D. D., Presi- 


dent of the Garrett Biblical Institute; Dr. 
N. 8. Davis, Mr. T. C. Hoag, Mr. James Frake, 
Mr. James G. Hamilton, and from the Faculty of 
tne University. Oliver Marcy, LL. D., Acting 
President of the University, Prof. H. 8. Carhart, 
Prof. Julius Kellogg, Prof. H. F. Fiske. 

The meeting first adjourned to the dining- 
room, where dinner was discussed until about 
6p.m., when Mr. Evans called the meeting to 
order. A number of specches were made, all to the 
effect thata President of the University must 
be elected at the approaching meeting of ths 
Board of Trustees, and that not only must his 
salary be provided fot, but some provision must 
be made forthe debt of the University, which 
now amounts to about $200,000. Among those 
who spoke were Dr. Hatfleid, David McWilliams, 
Dr. N. 8. Davis, Dr. Marcy, Prof. Fiske, O. H. 
Horton, Dr. Ninde, and Bishop Merrill. Gov. 
Evars was then called upon to give his views, 
and responded. He first said he would show 


some figures to indicate that the 
money that hud been put into 
the University had not been misspent. 


The University has graduated since its founda- 
tion 550 students. It bas taken almost through 
the course of study 1,400 besides, and has taught 
ju the preparatory department 2,800. From the 
Medical Coliege there have gone out 402 phy- 
sicians, and from the Union College of Law 200 
lawyers; 121 ministers have been sent out from 
the Garrett Biblical Institute. Degrees to the 
number of 1,030, but tew of which have been 
bonorary, have been conferred. Of the gradu- 
ates, eight are missionaries in foreign 3; 
eigat are Presidents of other colleges. 
Coming to the consideration of what ought to be 
done now, the President spoke plainly and to 
the point. He did not think it possible for him 
to be present at the com meeting of the 
Board; but be was strongly of the opinion that 
a President should be clected; and that the debt 
ought to be wiped out. To the latterend he 
would give his aid as follows: He would give 
$26,000 out of the first $100,000. and $26,000 out of 
the second $100,000, toward lifting the debt, pro- 
viding the Trustees would tind means of raising 
the remainder. This offer would rema@in open 
until the second meeting of the of 
Trustees. 

After ome 2 discussion, a committee 
was appoin o report these proceedings to 
the Board of Trustees; aud the sense oF the 
meeting was that the Executive Committee put 
the negotiation toward electing a President in 
such shape that the

The National Governmen@s Un 
ble Connection with Old-Time South- 
ern Canal Speculations.

Wasutneton, D. C., May 24.—The markets 
of Washington and Georgetown are largely 
supplied from Alexandria and Fairfax Coun- 
tles, Virginia, where “truck-farming” has 
become an extensive industry since the War. 
The farmers of those counties, who bring 
their produce tu Washington or Georgetown 
for sale, are compelled to cross the Potomac 
on either the Long Bridge or the Aqueduct 
Bridge, the main route of travel being across 
the latter. Of the thousands of strangers 
who visit the historie Arlington Hights and 
the great National Soldiers’ Cemetery every 
year, nearly all also pass over the Aqueduct 
Bridge. This bridge is the property of the 
Washington & Alexandria Canal Company—a 
corporation chartered by Congress May 26, 
18390. in 1866 the company leased the Aque- 
duct Bridge to private individuals, and they 
made it a toll-bridge. The rates of toll are 
exorbitant. For example, fifty cents 18 
charged for each two-horse conveyance. The 
lessees, it is said, derive a yearly 
revenue of some $15,000 from tolls, 
and pay the Canal Company a nomi- 
nal rent of $1,000 a year. These 
tolls are a heavy burden upon the farmers 
and market-gardeners who are compelled to 
use the bridge. Many of them are colored 
people of small means, who have saved 
enough to buy afew acres of land, and are 
struggling to raise and educate their children 
in a respectable manner, 

For a number of years these people, as well 
as the citizens of Washington and George- 
town, have been petitioning Congress fora 
free bridge across the Potomac in the vicinity 
of the Aqueduct Bridge. Over 3,000 such pe- 
titions were submitted to the last Congress. 
The lessees of the Aqueduct Bridge were 
able, for six or seven years, to prevent any 
action by Congress; and they still continue 
to enjoy the income from an oppressive tax 
upon persons whose business compels them 
to use the bridge. Last winter, however, a law 
was enacted and an appropriation of $140,000 
made by Congress for a newiron bridge. It 
was also provided that, in case the Aqueduct 
Bridge could be bougut for $85,000, so much 
of the money might be used tor that purpose, 
ana that bridge be made free. 

It was very soon discovered that a new 
iron bridge could not be built for £140,000,—ap 
amount which the law declares shall not in any 
event be exceeded. The oniy recourse, there- 
fore, was the Aqueduct Bridge. But here an- 
other difficulty was encountered. The Canal 
Company bad given a ninety-nine years’ lease uf 
the structure, and that lense has still —— 
four years to run. Somebody then remembered 
that the United States holds, or vught to hold. u 
proprietary interest in both the canal and the 
Aqueduct Bridge, which forms a component 
purt ot it. The Secretary of War, under whose 
direction the new bridge is to be built if built at 
all. requested the Secretary of the Treasury to 
inform him regarding the ownership interest of 
tne Government in une Canal Company; and an 
investigation of the subject is now being made. 

It appears from the records of the Treasury 
Department than in 1882 Congress pa a law 
* donating ’’ $100,000 to aid in the construction of 
the Aqueduct, and that that money was duly 
paid. Subsequently the Canal Compary appears 
to have falien into difficulties, so that it 
was unable to complete the canal to 
Alexandria. The Town of Alexandria bad sub- 
scribed for 1,500 shares of stock in the canal, the 
par value of Wien was $150,000. This was three- 
rifths of all the stock which the company was by 
its charter authorized to issue. An appeal was 
made to Congress for aid; and by an act ap- 
proved March 3, 1807, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was authorized and direted to pay to the 
company the sum of $300,000, ou condition that 
the 1,500 shares of stock held by tne Town of 
Alexundria should be transferred to, and their 
ownersbip vested in, the United States. The 
Secretary of the Treasury was to hold this stock 
in trust, and vote it in all elections of the com- 
pany. In fact, he was to control the manage- 
ment of the company by virtue of the fact that 
the United States owned a majority its stock. 
Levi Woodbury wus then Secretary of the 
Treasury, uuder President Van Buren; and he 
paid the $20,000 to the Canal Company as re- 
quired by law; but be appears to have neglected 
to have the stock transferred to the United 
States, as required by the sume law. In 1875 
a committee of the Senate reported 
that the Town of Alexandria had, 
in fact, never transferred its shares 
of the Canal Company's stock to the United 
States; aud the same Committee reported that 
when the lease of 166 was executed. as before 
mentioned, the Corporation of Alexandria voted 
that very stock, which actually belonged to the 
United States. in favor of ratifying the lease. 
Of course the United States has never received 
$1 from the Canal Company on account of divi- 
dends. Another peculiar feature regarding the 
lease is that, after it was executed by tho Cana! 
Company, it was submitted for ratification to 
the Legisiature of Virginia, and was approved 
by that body in 1867. Congress, it appears, was 
not asked to ratify the lease, although the Ca- 
nal Company owes its corporate existeuce to an 
act of that body. 

The canal itself is an affair of little conse- 

uence now, only a few boats passing over it in 
the course of a year. It runs, throughout its 
entire length, puraliel with, and only a few hun- 
dred yards distant from, the Potomac, whicb, of 
course, is navigable for the same distance. The 
failure to secure possession of the stock did not 
involve much direct loss, for it is doubtful if 
the canal ever. paid its running expenses; 
but it shows how the business of the Treasury 

Department was managed in good old Demo- 

cratic times.“ 

In those good old times the United States en- 
gaged in several canal speculations, all of which 
were financially disastrous. In 1#25 the Govern- 
ment subscribed for 1.500 shares of stock in the 
Chesapeake & Delaware Canal Company, and in 
1829 it bought 750 additional shares. Under the 
law, the Secretary of the Treasury was to vote 
these shares, and the United States was to re- 
ceive a proportionate share of the earnings of 
the company. Down to 1873 the Government 
received $25,875 from this source. Nothing has 
been received since. 

In 1826 the Secretary of the Treasury was au- 
thorized to subscribe for 600 shares of stock of 
the Dismal Swamp Canal Company, and $150,000 
was appropriated to pay the subscription; in 
1829 an additional subscription for 250 shares 
was authorized. The Secretary of the Treasury 
was to vote these shares, and the Government 
was to receive a proportionate share of the earn- 
ings of the company. Down to 1857 $98,497.58 
bad been received; nothing has been paid since. 

In 1825 the Government subscribed for 10,000 
shares of stock of the Chesapeake & Obio Canal 
Company, paying $1,000,000 therefor. In. 1836 
Congress passed an act assuming the municipal 
indebtedness of Alexandria, Washington, and 
Georgetown, amounting to $1,500,000, incurred 
by the subscriptions of those cities to the stock 
ot the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal Company. To 
redeem this luan cost the Government alto- 
gether, for principal, interest, and premiums, 
the snug sum of $2,765,807.97, -making the total 
outiay of the Government on account of the 
Chesapeake & Ouio Canal nearly $4,000,000. The 
Government appears to have received no divi- 
dends on the stock of this Company, which is 
one of the most important factors in Maryland 

olitics, and which, more than anything else, it 

s said, perpetuates the power of the Demo- 

cratic party in that State.
